Were I to paint a picture to live through all eternity as an 


illustration of the greatest event of the American history, I 
would not select an assemblage of statesmen conferring over 
a crisis, with some dignified leader standing in solemn pose 
awaiting the decision> of his allies; I would not draw a fiery 
orator swaying his listeners by honeyed words. 1 would take 
the moment when Lincoln, drawing from his quiver of satire 
an apt joke, shattered the tension the occasion had drawn and 
broke the strands of binding .sentimentality. 


. It was one great characteristic of Lincoln that he knew when 


to be solemn and wtfen to be glad. Though his heart was 
weighed down by'sorrow such as no man ever knew, he al- 
ways saw the silver lining about the cloud of despair. The 
heart, that was big enough to embrace all humanity, could 
absorb the sorrow of the poor and lowly, yet force the smile 
•to drive away the darkness of lost hope. 


Wh*n cruel and bitter criticism assailed him from every 


side and he stood almost friendless in the greatest crisis of the 
nation he loved with the deepest reverence human emotion 
can ever know, he did not cry out for help or in despair, but 
he turned darkness into sunshine and caused the world to

manager, rather than the popular politician. Because a .m-an 
shakes-hands with everyone, calls each a good fellow and
